I can remember years ago, 
when radio presented a Char- 
1 1 e McCarthy-Edgar Bergen 
comic version of- the Garden 
of Eden with.

But as 
time went on people ceased 
to even raise an eyebrow 
when free speech became 
filled-wlth cursing and swear- 
ing, arid" wo even have former 
President Truman to thank, 
for raising its acecptanco in 
high places— in public; as lie 
almost seems to enjoy being 
quoted wltli lusty 'speech — 
though this is usually the 
crutch for those wiio lack 
the 'ability to express them 
selves adequately without Its 
use. 

. Now on radio and tv, this 
is all part of realism, so that 
hardly a day passes that some 
tv show, and very good shows, 
most of them, may use bad 
language to cxross this real- 
ism. Sure we have it in the- 
aters and nightclubs hut — 
you have a choice of going to 
hear or sec this form of en- 
tertainment, while tv and in 
the press (which enters our 
homes by the front door or 
living rooms) it is thrust upon 
us without warning— and the 
minds of our growing chil- 
dren.

Oh, he was great, and very 
funny — If you forgot who he 
was addressing his humorous 
remarks to! And I doubt that 
Tew If any bothered to voice 
their objection to the per- 
formance. Everyone is too 
busy or broadminded. and 
modern "these days.' But to 
many people, who consider 
the Bible to be the Holy Word 
of Cod (complete with its 
record of good and bad peo- 
ple, because to be complete 
—all must he recorded*, hut 
not for irreverent use or 
abuse. 

And so it continues. This 
week I read a poem in your 
paper, that was well express- 
ed, as to her feelings on gov- 
ernment handouts, which she 
has a right to express — BUT 
to take the 23rd Psalm, 
which is one of the most be- 
loved chapters in the Bible 
for both the Christians and 
Jews alike, to express her 
feelings in (or for that mat- 
ter any other verse) was in 
my opinion — and I hasten to 
add — not only my opinion, 
but also that of many others, 
whether they take the time to 
object or not, was in bad 
taste and irreverent. I know 
some will be saying a "Holy 
Joe" when they read this — 
SO BE IT!! A silent objec- 
tion is not always enough, 
sometimes you must speak 
up for what yoq believe, even 
if you are criticized for it. 
I have also wondered if 
more would be said or done, 
if she had begun her poem 
with "Oh say can you see" — 
or "Four score and sqyen 
years ago," etc, — how unpa- 
triotic ty would have seemed 
to many.

BOAT BOTTOMS MOLD KEY 
TO PERFORMANCE r 

A boat's performance de- 
pends oil a combination of 
power -and hull design and 
the. most important feature of 
any hull is the shape of its 
bottom. 

Pleasure' boats today, aside 
from houseboats and some of 
the larger luxury yachts aro 
of the semi-planing type 
which, at cruising speed or 
faster, largely ride over, 
rather than through tho 
water.. -However, the . bot- 
toms of senil-planing hulls 
vary considerably in shape 
and the contours applied to 
a good boat arc the result of 
its architect's intent. He 
may have planned a fast boat, 
a soft riding boat, or a rug- 
ged, rough water boat. All 
three "features are desirable 
but they arc seldom success- 
fully combined In any one 
boat. 

Features you should look 
for arc the shape of the hull 
at tho chine, the type of 
planing surface from the 
transom forward for approxi- 
mately a third of the boat's 
length and the shape of the 
forefoot, that is the forward 
most . section of tho V-ed, 
semi-V-cd or rounded part of 
the boat that will be in the 
water when "the ~ boat Is -at 
rest. 

Commonly, the under sur- 
face Of a boat that rides 
through or on the top of the 
water is smooth.. There arc 
exceptions. 

The true laps! rake hull 
starts its overlapping plank- 
ing at the keel outward. The 
hull is made up of a scries 
of longitudinal steps. The 
semi-lapstrakc hull utilizes a 
smooth bottom with strakes 
or, overlapped planking stari- 
IHg" ill the chine, where the 
bottom and the sides join. 

There arc other non-smoolh 
bottoms — those with the 
athwart ship breaks or steps, 
bottoms that have tunnels 
and deeply V-ed hulls' with 
longitudinal planing strakes. 

A flat after-plane with 
chines at, or nearly at right 
angles to the sides of the 
boat is often a last design, 
but it may be hard riding, 
and less safe in fast turns 
than a soft or rounded-chine 
hull. There is no all-purpose 
design. 

The roiuidchine hull offers 
a smoother ride, though since 
it lias more wetted surface, 
it will vbc. slower. 

The lapstrake hull is a de- 
sirable rough Water boat 
since each strake tends to 
throw spray outward rather 
than allowing it to follow up 
the sides of the boat and blow 
back into the cockpit. 

A blunt bow usually "ac- 
companies a hull designed for 
high speed. The blunt bow 
lifts over, rather than cuts 
through waves. It may give 
a jaw-jolting ride in rough 
going. The sharp prowed 
boat slices through waves and 
custons impact shock. 

Built-in hooks are usually 
designers' after-thoughts, cor- 
rections to hulls that fail to 
perform properly with their 
intended power. Wedges 
are an indication that the 
builder is offering a boat 
with a broad selection of 
power, and has corrected hull
